<icnioiJstrated by means of a spectro- 
lieiiograph that sun spots probably arise 
from vortices or whirling storms, and 
that these vortices produce strong mag- 
netic fields iii the sun spot. 
He regards 
tlie phenomenon as somewhat analogous 
to a tornado or water spot on the earth. 
At the center of the storm 
tlie rapid 
rotation produces an expajnsion 
which 
cools the gases and causes the appear- 
ance of 
a comparativelj'- 
dark 
cloud 
which we see as the sun spot. 


It has 
been 
demonstrated 
clearly 
many times that the spots have a di- 
I'ect connection with various 
magnetic 
and electrical phenomena on the earth; 


spots appear on the sun magnetic 
disturbances and auroras arc numerous 
on the earth. 
It has been found that 
the spots 
occur in periods 
averaging 
about eleven years. 
The duration of in- 
dividual spots is variable, some lasting 
but a day or two and others continuing 
for weeks and Jnonths, sometimes being 
caiTied out of view by the rotation of 
the sun and brought into view 
again 
from the other side. 
The spot now on 
the face of the eim may be more than 
40,000 miles broad.

North Platte, Neb., Sept. '.—The crops 
on 10,000 farms in the rich Hatte River 
valley are d^ing for moisture, though 
the .government has more than one mil- 
lion acre-feet of water impounded in the 
great Pathfinder dam. 
The government 
has refused to open the gates, despite 
the fact that it will be absolutely im- 
possible for those farmers living near 
the government irrigation ditajies to use 
..one-third of the tremendous body of 
water no•^^' in the artiiicial lake which 
the big dam has made. 


Already the lost to Nebiasiia farmers 
is estimated at more than $1,000,000 ^ d 
this loss is growing larger every <ray. 
The excuse of those" in charge of thA 
dam for keeping the water now there 
is that perhaps this water will be need- 
ed next year. And in the meantime the 
farmers, who settled along the Platto 
river years -and years before the recla- 
mation work was inaugurated by the 
government, see the gi'een blafles' of 
their corn turning brown^and withering 
for lack of water. 


The Nebraska state irrigation board 
is- preparing to bring action to force 
the national government to permit the 
river to continue its natural flow, but 
that fight is expected to be one of a 
year's duration and while it ia being 
prosecuted thousands of farmers will 
be' pmctically ruined financially.

Urges Seizing Oppor- 
tunity for Business. 


Now York, Sept. 9.—Thn reason that 


the United .States has not made a more 
favorable showing in the ,tradc relations 
with Central and South American coun- 
tries, according to the view of If. S. 
Dudley, vice president of the River Plato 
Trading company, of 
this city 
and 


Buenos Ayres, is ttie apparent disin- 
clination on the part of American manu- 
facturers and merchants to treat the 
Latin-American business in the same in- 
telligent manner in which thoy handle 
their trade in other directions. 


Mr. Dudley recently returned to this 


city after three years in South Aim-r- 
ieu. 


"It is extremely gratifying." said Mr. 


Dudley, "Io note the interest now being 
shown w i t h regnrd (o the wonderful 
I'lwniliilitics of 
the 
countries 
south 


"It is hoped, however, that this pres- 


ent movement will not partake of the 
superficial 
character 
that has. dis- 


tinguished practically all those which 
have preceded it, but that our people 
will realize that "this present 
oppor- 


tunity, although not of their making, is 
veritably the 'chance of a lifetime, and 
that, if it can be properly embraced, it 
will mean the firm establishment of our 
commercial interests among tl^e South 
Americans. 


"There has been a great deal of talk

Neither Court Injunctions or 


Warnings Kept Him 


from Pulpit. 


East Killingly, 
Conn., Sept. .7.— 


When the congregation of the Baptist 
church here arrived at the building for 
tho services the Hev. vV. E. Barratt, 
pastor of tho church, was diicoveered 
standing near tlie pulpit «ortiog over 
liis notes in preparation for hi* »ermon- 
Ahotit half the congregation were much 
disappointed by the proximity of the 
pastor to the pulpit, for to provide 
against just such propinquity they had 
gone to the trouble of getting out .in 
injunction in the state superior court, 
placing a half-pound padlock on th« 
church door and leaving two deputy 
sheriffs as a guard against the pastor's 
entrance. 


For the last ten weeks the quarrel In 


the Baptist church hag attracted atten- 
tion throughout this section of Connec- 
ticut. It started when Mr. Barratt tact- 
fully suggested that a fund collected 
by the l&diea for the education of the 
ring-nosed aavage be devoted to the pay- 
inent of several small but pressing ob- 
ligations contracted by the church. 


The missionary workers held an in- 


dignation meeting, concluded that the 
aavage wag being elbowed out, and (re- 
portc-d back to Mr. Barratt that he 
might leave at any time that suited his 
immediate convenience. Mr. Barratt re- 
fused to do so. Since then h« has been 
tearing spiteful notices off tho door of 
the church every time io hag passed it 
and has gotten a fair amount' of exer- 
cise prying padlocks off everything con- 
nected with the church. 
When the pM- 


tor's opponents took the matter to 
court a score of vritneiim told Judge 
Shumxvay that the pastor was well with- 
in hi* 'rights in remaining. And when 
the court suggested a compromise these 
friends of the pastor nodded their heads 
determinedly and laid with him, "They 
want a quarrel 'and it'll best that we 
arrange to giye them what, they molt 
desire."

IREIGAIN RELT 


Because of Officials Who Re- 


fuse to Open the Great 


Dam. 


North Plattc, N»b., Sept. '.—Tho crop* 


on 10,000 farms in the rich Matte River 
valley arc dyinp for moisture, though 
the government hns more than one mil- 
lion aero-feet of water impounded in the 
freat Pathfinder dain. The government 
lias refused to open the pates, deapitc 
tho fact that it will Iio absolutely im- 
possible for those farmers living near 
Lhc government irrigation ditches to use 
one-third of thn tremendous body of 
water now in the artificial lake which 
the big dam has made. 


Already the lost to Nebraska farmers 


is estimated at more than $1,1)00,000 and 
this loss is growing larger every day. 
Tho cxctiBc of those in charge of the 
dam for keeping the water now there 
is that perhaps this Avater will he need- 
ed next year. And in the meantime the 
farmers, who settled along tho Platte 
river years and years before the reelfc- 
mation work was inaugurated by the 
government, see the green blades of 
iheir corn turning brown and withering 
for lack of water. 


The Nebraska state irrigation board 


js preparing to bring action to force 
the national government to permit the 
river to continue its natural flow, but 
that fight is expected to be one of a 
year's duration and while it is being 
prosecuted thousands of farmers will 
;jo practically ruined financially. 


The big dam, one of the very largest 


of 
the 
government's 
conservation 


scheme, has been gathering water for 
several years and in the meantime the 
water table of tho. Platte valley has 
been slowly sinking until at present it 
is below the point to which the roots 
of the corn penetrate. 


The farmers of Western Nebraska are 


perfectly willing that the government 
use all the water it needs or wants, but 
they believe it criminal for the conser- 
vation service to "hog" the moisture it 
can not possibly use and thua prevent 
the farmers from getting the benefit of 
the waste water. 


According to Senator Hoagland, of 


Nebraska, who has interested himself in 
behalf of the farmers, the reclamation 
service now lias 1,083,000 acre-feet of 
water in the bed of the Platte river be- 
hind the big dam. Last fall the reser- 
voir was empty, so that all this water 
wag collected IP ona season. 


"Already at least $1,000,000 damage 


has been done to crops in Western Ne- 
braska in this one season," says-Sena- 
tor Hoaghiml. 
"Before the summer is 


over unless we. get relief of some kind 
the loss will I'un into eight futures.1'
